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SUBJECT: ECHEVERRIA COMMENTS ON MEXICAN-CHILEAN RELATIONS 

1. AT A BREAKFAST-PRESS CONFERENCE FOR FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS 
ON JULY 6, PRESIDENT ECHEVERRIA RESPONDED TO A QUESTION ON 
THIS SUBJECT AS FOLLOWS. 

2. AFTER RELATING BACKGROUND OF WARM GOM RELATIONS WITH 
ALLENDE GOVERNMENT, ECHEVERRIA SAID THAT FOLLOWING THE 
SEPTEMBER 1973 COUP, MEXICO OPENED THE DOORS OF ITS 
SANTIAGO EMBASSY "LIKE NO OTHER COUNTRY" TO ASYLEES. 

"THIS BOTHERED SOME PEOPLE IN CHILE". ECHEVERRIA SAID HE 
TOLD FONSEC RABASA TO GO TO CHILE AND BRING BACK NOT ONLY 
THE CURRENT 72 ASYLEES BUT ALSO THE FORMER CABINET MINISTERS 
UNDER ALLENDE. THE LATTER, PER ECHEVERRIA, ARE "IN 
DIFFICULT CONDITIONS ON AN ISLAND WITH AN EXTREME CLIMATE" 

AND ARE "SUBJECT TO INADEQUATE PROCESSES". RABASA, THE 
PRESIDENT SAID, WENT AND OBTAINED THE 72 ASYLEES BUT NOT 
THE MINISTERS WHO "REMAIN FOR US A BANDERA VIVA". 

3. WITH RESPECT TO MEXICAN SALE OF COMMODITIES NEEDED 

BY CHILE, ECHEVERRIA SAID "TO SELL WHAT WE DO NOT HAVE, WHAT 
IS BECOMING SCARCE THROUGHOUT THE WORLD, IS A 
LITTLE DIFFICULT." 
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4. COMMENT: ECHEVERRIA'S COMMENTARY ON RAB ASA'S TRIP 
BORDERS ON THE CONTEMPTUOUS, PARTICULARLY IN LIGHT OF 
THE COMMITMENTS MADE BY RAB ASA TO THE GOC AND HIS 
SUBSEQUENT FOOT-DRAGGING (FOR WHICH HE PLEADS 
VULNERABILITY TO PRESS CRITICS). IT IS DIFFICULT TO VIEW 
ECHEVERRIA'S COMMENTS, AND PARTICULARLY THEIR TONE, AS 
OTHER THAN CYNICAL IN THE EXTREME. MEMBERS OF THE 
DIPLOMATIC CORPS COMMENTING ON THIS SUBJECT ALSO VIEW 
THE MEXICAN POSITION AS HIGHLY CYNICAL.
